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ROOM FOR THE JEW! 


THIS CRY MUST RING through every land, every town, every 
hamlet where Jews live and walk. Today, tomorrow and until it 
will be heard and fulfilled, the clarion call Room for the Jew must 
become the rallying signal for every Jewish man and woman. 

Too long has the Jew trailed politically behind other nations. 
Too long has he been the perpetual alien, the eternally unassimilated 
particle of the lands where blind whims and still blinder fury have 
scattered his people. Two thousand years of dispersion is enough! 
The Jew’s mission is fulfilled. He has given civilized mankind its 
religion, its code of ethics and code of law, the fundaments of its 
science and its trade. It is time that he begin to consolidate his 
scattered interests, to cultivate his innate abilities and talents in a 
country of his own—large, free and proud, under a government of 
his own choice, under a flag of his own design. There is room for 
the Jew aplenty on the surface of the earth, and if there isn’t, then 
room must be made for him! 

The sixteen million Jews now scattered far and wide through all 
lands are a large enough body of humanity to form an independent 
country of their own. They are mentally as well as physically dif¬ 
ferent than the people among whom they live. They are more homo¬ 
geneous among themselves than the inhabitants of a score of in¬ 
dependent republics or kingdoms now functioning and politically 
recognized. Such tiny principalities as Monaco, Liechtenstein or 
Andorra with their populations of 22,000, 10,000 and 5,000 respec¬ 
tively exist as independent countries even though their people are 
identical with their French, Austrian or Spanish neighbors. Fif¬ 
teen South American republics inhabited by the descendants of 
identical races, speaking the same tongue, developing along the same 
channels find valid excuses to maintain separate independencies. 
Certainly then, the Jews have more tangible and more logical rea¬ 
sons to demand and to get a true sovereign independency, a country 
of their own and a free government of their own. 

Among the many vicious accusations heaped upon the Jews by 
their foes, there is one accusation that has a grain of truth in it. 
This charge is that the Jews of the diaspora decline to carry the re¬ 
sponsibilities of an independently managed state, but prefer to live 
under the protection of the governments of other nations. And it 
cannot be denied that had the Jews earnestly and aggressively fought 
for the right to establish and maintain a truly independent state of 
their own, they would long ago have been a nation on its own soil. 
It is, therefore, high time now that the Jews stand up manfully and 
admit that this accusation is not unfounded. The Jews have shirked 
and are still shirking the burdens, the duties, the responsibilities as 
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well as the advantages of a country of their own — not a colony, not 
a mandate, not an autonomous province, not a national home, nor 
a wire-pulled dummy state—but an independent country of their 
own . The results of this shirking now strike home with blinding 
glare. Hunted, persecuted, outcast, despised and hated beyond 
limit and beyond reason, the Jew is now in a far more wretched 
situation than during any of his previous major calamities. It can 
be honestly claimed without too much pessimism that today is the 
day of the last call for the Jew to rescue his spiritual and physical 
existence from annihilation. 

TODAY is the day for him to demand and to get a politically 
and geographically independent country of his own. A free sover¬ 
eign country for the Jews, governed by a responsible Jewish gov¬ 
ernment freely elected and not foisted upon it by a Big Power. 
TODAY — not tomorrow or a little later! And let it be emphati¬ 
cally repeated: there is ample room for an independent Jewish 
state on the surface of the earth, and if there isn’t, then room must 
be made for such a state. 


WHO ARE THE lcwc? 

The figure of the Jew stands boldly outlined against the back¬ 
ground of five thousand years of recorded history. It is a giant 
figure, giant in world-shaping accomplishments and giant in tragic 
failures. What a grand job the Jews have made of their messianic 
mission toward humanity and what a grand mess they have made 
of their own national destiny! 

Historically, the Jews are descendants of the tribe of Judah, des¬ 
cendants of the Babylonian exiles, of the Abrahamites of Canaan 
and the Jacobites of Egypt. Ethnologically, the Jews are members 
of the Hebraic division of the Semitic race. Amorites, Hittites, 
Moabites, Ammonites, then Babylonians and Egyptians, and still 
later Moors, Spaniards and central and eastern Europeans have 
sent tributaries into the stream of Jewish blood. Morally, too, the 
Jews have defied mediocrity. They have brought forth characters 
sublime and wretched. Theirs was Moses, dauntless pioneer, law 
giver, leader and prophet, but theirs was also Manasseh who sold 
out his faith to the worshippers of Moloch. Theirs was Christ, the 
Savior, the gentlest ray of a universal power ever to touch the sur¬ 
face of this earth, but theirs was also Judas, the rottenest symbol of 
treacherous greed. Theirs was Karl Marx, the torchbearer, who 
threw a bold light in the path of the proletariat, but theirs is also 
Sam Chowderhead Cohen. 

However, the deeper one delves into the past and present of 
Judaism, the sharper becomes the consciousness that for every ex¬ 
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ponent of baseness among the Jews there stand ten, a score, a 
hundred exponents of humanitarianism, of profound learning and 
keen mind, of idealism, courage and sacrifice. It is physically im¬ 
possible to repeat here the prodigious achievements of individual 
Jews throughout the ages and their contributions to the advance¬ 
ment of mankind. 

But today the Jews must not tarry too long in contemplating 
this phase of their heritage. Their burning task now is the shaping 
of the fate of the contemporary Jew and the Jew of the future. It is 
outright criminal folly to waste time squabbling about whether the 
Jews are or are not a race, whether they are a religious confederacy, 
whether they are reactionaries or radicals. Unassailably the fact 
stands that the Jews of our time, wherever they dwell and whatever 
they do, represent a solidly knit historical, traditional, cultural and 
religious entity coherent in the consciousness of its Judaism. The 
emaciated ascetic rabbi in a remote Polish village his bearded face 
buried in the yellowed pages of orthodox volumes and the German 
savant wrestling with mathematical mysteries of the universe, the 
French statesman at the helm of a great nation and the immigrant 
pushcart peddler freezing on a corner of Delancey Street, the ex¬ 
otic mistress of an adventurous king, the chronicler of Broadway’s 
swing-soaked lupanaria, the goldbraided commander-in-chief of a 
fascist army and the hoarse-voiced soapbox orator on Union Square 

they are all Jews. Alike they react to the rage of their persecu¬ 
tors, alike they feel the sting of politely veiled contempt or brazenly 
open enmity. And alike they will go down before the terrific on¬ 
slaught of the slimy waves of racial hatred. 

What matters it then that the first German Jew descended in the 
year 70 A.D. from a Roman legionnaire transferred with his Jewish 
girl from Palestina to Germania and was brought up in Judaism 
by his mother, or that a Russian Jew was begotten in the 17th century 
by a kidnapped Jewish girl and her Cossack husband forced upon 
her by the rebel leader Chmielnitzki ? A Jew is a Jew anywhere 
and under any circumstances. He belongs to the Jewish nation 
and the Jewish race, he professes the Jewish faith and believes in 
Jewish ideals, he carries in him indelible Jewish traits and is shaped 
in the age-old mold of his Jewish ancestors. 


WHO ARE THE ANTI-1EWS? 


In the case of religious or racial hatred, the symptoms are too 
universal to permit anything but a sweeping characterization. Any 
man who hates other men for no other reasons except for their 
religious convictions and their racial origins is invariably a men¬ 
tally subdeveloped and morally deranged pathological case. The 
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anti-semite is a most dangerous carrier of this disease. . Every 
virulent Jew hater, past and present, shows additional inferior 
qualities in his mental and moral makeup beside Jew hatred. On 
the other hand, it is difficult to find any pronounced traces of anti¬ 
semitism in the actions or utterances of truly great men and women 
throughout the ages. Jew hatred ranges from the mildly patronizing 
attitude of the Gentile suburbanite toward his Jewish neighbor to 
the murderous bestiality of the pogrom fiend. 

Time and again researchers have endeavored to determine the 
source of Jew hatred. Adverse economic conditions, latent social 
antagonisms, resentment of intrusion and many other reasons have 
been advanced. A commonsense observation of the. anti-semite 
and his anti-semitism, however, reveals a simpler picture. Jew 
hatred rests on three solid props: first, a darkened state of mind 
and morals; second, a conscious or subconscious envy; and third, 
blatant cowardice. To these common denominators can be reduced 
all symptoms and manifestations of anti-semitism. 

Blind racial hatred is by no means directed against the Jews 
alone. The Jew-baiting Christian will find himself in precisely the 
Jew’s position should he stray from his white majority into the 
hunting grounds of fanatic Bedouins. The roaming African desert 
bandit, a self-styled true believer, nurses a bitter hatred for the 
Christian infidel who is in his estimation “more contemptible than 
a dog, more despicable than a rat that eats only foul things.” The 
very presence of an infidel is an insult to his land, and everything 
an infidel touches becomes polluted and contaminated. The savage 
Masai warrior squatting in his cow-dung hut looks down upon .the 
white Christian as something a thousand times lower than a piece 
of cattle, an unclean vermin that should be exterminated mercilessly. 
Both the Bedouin and the Masai are ready to cut the throat of any 
Christian, instinctively, on sight, without reason, without provoca¬ 
tion. In their underdeveloped minds they alone are the select, the 
noble, the superior races planted on this earth for the purpose of 
wiping out the inferior rest of mankind. The mentality of our own 
Jew haters runs exactly in the same rut. They, too, hate the Jew 
instinctively, on sight, following the maxim: “Hate first, find rea¬ 
sons afterward.” They spit venom against the Jew from an urge of 
dark inner necessity, and this venom is equally poisonous whether 
it is couched in the classic language of Chaucer’s “Prioress’ Tale” 
or in the sewer-rat squeals of Streicher’s “Der Sturmer.” 

The anti-semite, whether he is an illiterate hillbilly, a frustrated 
white collar man or an idle rich, suffers from a mind befogged by 
inbred hatred. His low moral impulses find a valve in enmity and 
persecution directed against a weaker, unarmed component of his 
environment. Further impetus comes from that feeling of sup¬ 
pressed envy so commonly nurtured in backward communities 
against the more advanced. The hick from way back yonder recog- 
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ni'zes only the members of his own narrow community as something 
approaching human value. The inhabitant of the next village or 
the member of the next clan becomes automatically a “furriner”,, a 
suspicious and alien character who must be approached with dis¬ 
trust and observed through squinted eyes. And when a stranger 
wanders in from a big town, he is looked upon as the essence of 
crime and sin — the city slicker, the outcast who has seen a wider 
segment of life, who has possibly read a book and who, therefore, 
may have ideas in his head. The city slicker! How much hidden 
envy, how much impotent derision hiss from these words! In the 
family of what we euphemistically call the civilized nations, the 
Jew is cast in the part of the city slicker. He is the man who has 
been not only in one city, but in many cities, who has wandered 
through foreign lands and passed through long centuries, who has 
read some sort of strange book and has ideas in his head. He is 
literate, he is alert, he thinks not in terms of an isolated village or 
an inbred clan, but in terms of world and humanity. Beware, then, 
ye good men ! The Jew is among us — an evil stranger, a furriner, 
a radical, a red! 

It is obvious that against this mentality steeped in dark ignorance 
and blinded by hatred the application of reason, logic, enlightenment 
is of no avail. The Jew’s record of passive resistance to the blows of 
the anti-semite is as tragic and hairraising as it is unmatched in 
history. In the words of Disraeli: “The attempt to extirpate the 
Jews has been made on the largest scale, and the most considerable 
means that man could command have been applied to this object 
for the longest period of time. Egyptian pharaohs, Assyrian kings, 
Roman emperors, Scandinavian crusaders, Gothic princes, Holy 
inquisitors have alike devoted their energies to the fulfilment of 
this common purpose. Expatriation, exile, captivity, confiscation, 
ingenious torture, extensive massacres, a system of degrading cus¬ 
toms and debasing laws which would have broken the heart of any 
other people have been tried in vain.” But, as Dean Inge said: “The 
Jew has stood at the graveside of all his persecutors.” 

The Jew of today can read these words with pride. But it is 
poor consolation and a pitiful outlook to await continued persecu¬ 
tion with the hope of surviving as the Jews of the past have survived. 
At what price have the Jews ransomed their survival! How many 
needless victims and how many streams of blood have they sacri¬ 
ficed! No longer shall the Jews be a convenient scapegoat and 
stepladder for every demented paperhanger with a gang of armed 
beer-hall loafers behind him. The Jew hater of the future will be 
no different than the Jew hater of today. The Jews themselves must 
knock out the props from under him now by repudiating and abol¬ 
ishing their status of tolerated semi-foreigners and by establishing 
themselves in a strong independent land of the Jews, built up 
and governed by the Jews and for the Jews. 
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WHAT HAS BEEN DONE? ___ 

For more than two thousand years the Jew has been without a 
home. Yet he has persisted and grown from a total of 100,000 at the 
time of the exodus from Egypt to a formidable people of 16,000,000 
in 1938 in spite of unabated persecutions and massacres from without 
and assimilation and renegadism from within. Sixteen million 
Jews! And today they stand again at the gate marked EXIT. The 
most vital problem of the Jews, therefore, is the problem of final 
settlement . 

The lack of a policy of final settlement in the life of the Jews is 
responsible for the homelessness and ceaseless migration of a high¬ 
ly developed unit of humanity sixteen million strong. Since their 
exile from the ancient Jewish state the Jews have never really had 
a chance to settle in a country in which they would be truly sover¬ 
eign and which would be large enough to absorb at least half their 
number. They have always settled in countries occupied by others. 
They were permitted to live in the open spots of alien nations only un¬ 
til these spots were needed for the natives whereupon the Jews were 
conveniently driven out. By stupidly accepting the part of a tran¬ 
sient filler, the Jews condemned themselves to live as an alien body 
within hospitable or merely tolerating nations. 

The Jew, hardened in the purgatory of persecution, transformed 
into a cosmopolite by his trekking from country to country and from 
continent to continent, is of necessity more aggressive, more world¬ 
ly and more versatile than his host, the non-Jew. It is, therefore, 
unfair for the Jew to engage in competition with the more sluggish 
non-Jew who lacks the tempering process of two millennia of 
struggle and world-wide pilgrimage. The natives resent this un¬ 
fairness, and so a Jewdsh problem arises wherever Jews exist. If 
they move to where they are not hated, their presence produces hate. 

Until now, two major roads were offered the Jew out of this di¬ 
lemma: Assimilation and Palestine Zionism . These two roads of 
escape were each given a long and exhaustive test—and they failed, 
one more miserably than the other. The reasons are obvious. As¬ 
similation, the most pathetic fallacy of progressive Jewry, is a physi¬ 
cal impossibility. Just as a Negro cannot become a white man by 
assimilating with the white race, or as a white man cannot become 
a Polynesian bushman by assimilation, so the Jew cannot become 
one with the non-Jews of a shelter nation by assimilation. The 
bitter lessons of the post-war European Jew irrefutably explode the 
assimilation theory. The Central European Jews, especially, pur¬ 
sued a course of assimilation that outbid all similar attempts in 
other countries. There, even the most orthodox Jews immersed 
themselves emotionally, factually and linguistically into the nation¬ 
alism of their hosts. During the crucial test of uncompromising 
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nationalism — the World War — German, Austrian and Hungarian 
Jews overreached themselves in their endeavors to carry more than 
their numerical share of the burdens and enthusiasms in the firing 
line, on the home front, at the war loan subscription counters, in 
patriotic manifestations ranging from inoffensive hero worship to 
rabid jingoism. Yet a few years later the floors and walls of Ger¬ 
man, Austrian and Hungarian police stations, jails and concentration 
shacks ran red with the blood of these tortured, castrated, murdered 
Jews. Against such revolting evidence, how helplessly defeatist sound 
the avowals and assurances of our “assimilated” Jews: “We are 
Americans!” or “We are Frenchmen!” or “We are Germans with 
the best of them!” Here in the United States anti-semitism has 
penetrated even the complacent tolerance of traditional American¬ 
ism. What vigilante gangs and aspiring criminals advocate in 
speeches and publications is translated into active ostracism and 
discrimination by industries, professions, schools, hotels and clubs. 

The second way out, Zionism, presents a still more tragic spec¬ 
tacle of bungling and failure. The Palestine Zionism developed 
during the last forty years is a far cry from the Theodor Herzl 
Project outlined in his famous pamphlet in 1895. Herzl’s project 
was a program of practical idealism, an alarm call to action sounded 
by a farsighted man who looked beyond the rising wave of Dreyfus 
anti-semitism and who saw darker waves rolling in. In his clear 
vision Herzl came to the conclusion that the material and moral 
distress of the Jew can be brought to an end only by the establish¬ 
ment of the Jews on a national basis in a land of their own. And 
from the depth of his understanding he prophesied: “The Jewish 
State is essential to the world; it will therefore be created.” Herzl’s 
idea fared no better and no worse than all other lofty or revolution¬ 
ary ideas that are turned over to captains of industry and barons 
of commerce for realization and management. The result was Zion¬ 
ism, commercially a fair success, in reality an abject failure. Today, 
Zionism is Big Business and as such it is a respectable million- 
collar force in the life of the Jews. It has international political 
and diplomatic connections, it has a bureaucracy of high salaried 
executives and successful star salesmen, it has money raising organi¬ 
zations in every land. For nearly half a century Zionism has exerted 
its drives, its monopoly in Jewish liberation and its world wide 
resources to create a homeland for the Jews. It has buried the age- 
long hopes, the fervent beliefs, the burning eagerness of sixteen 
million Jews, thousands of young Jewish lives and untold millions 
of dollars in the strip of land called Palestine. And today, all that 
Zionism has to show for it is a precarious colonial outpost along 
the vital defense line of the British Empire. The bloody Arab- 
Jewish conflicts speak a horribly clear language. The irony of the 
enforced cutting up of Palestine into three parts tears the last veil 
from the farce of the Jewish Homeland. Palestine has become a 
trap for Jewish lives, Jewish enterprise and Jewish capital. It is 
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difficult to understand how in the face of these catastrophes Zionism 
still has the gall to continue its policies. It would be ridiculous to 
maintain that the Zionist leadership does not see what is going on 
under its nose. The Zionist leadership does know what is going on, 
but it shrinks from facing the crushing responsibility and from 
admitting that, after generations of agonized waiting and heart¬ 
breaking sacrifices, it has delivered to the Jewish people a British 
military base surrounded by bloodthirsty enemies and pathetically 
disguised under the tinsel of a Jewish state. 

The total area assigned to the Jews in the Palestine partition scheme 
could accommodate, at best, only one million Jews leaving fifteen 
million standing outside looking in. It would form a British dummy- 
state as “independent” as Iraq or Egypt or Transjordania. The 
responsibility of defending, building and maintaining it would fall 
conveniently on the Jews, while the exploitation of its resources and 
strategic value would be reserved for the openly fascist-minded 
lords of Great Britain. And in the end this Jewish republic would 
collapse in a heap of ashes between any two powers fighting for the 
Suez Canal. 

We see thus that the road of Assimilation and the road of Pal¬ 
estine Zionism have both turned out to be blind alleys offering 
no permanent way out of the peril of annihilation. They leave the 
Jew only the alternative of returning to the intolerable status of 
an alien in hostile environment. 

In 1928 a variation of the Jewish homeland idea was developed 
in the form of the autonomous Jewish republic of Biro-Bidjan. But 
this form of independence is conditioned by too many implications 
to offer more than a makeshift solution to the problem of final, 
permanent Jewish settlement. The existence of this Jewish republic 
is inextricably tied up with the fate of Soviet Russia. Biro-Bidjan 
has its freedom only as long as it remains loyal to the policies of 
the Soviet Union. This alone would not, perhaps, be calamitous. 
But one can already see, fifty years from now, the Daughters of 
the October Revolution and the Soviet Legion of Veterans of the 
Second World War accusing the Jews of Biro-Bidjan of spreading 
subversive radical propaganda financed by Utopian gold and de¬ 
manding that they be kicked out, back where they came from, be¬ 
cause they are only a bunch of alien agitators anyway. This symp¬ 
tom of the workings of human nature has so often turned up to 
plague the Jew that to predict its return in this case is not an empty 
attempt to play at prophecy. 

Neither Assimilation, nor asylums, nor Palestine Zionism or royal¬ 
ism, nor Biro-Bidjan autonomy are workable methods of halting 
the spread of the Jewish diaspora and of settling the Jew with a 
reasonable degree of permanency. The Jews will not be left in peace 
until at least ten million of them will live as free, self-governing 
citizens in their own country . 
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THE WAY OUT 

Only one way remains open to the Jews. They must establish a 
sufficiently large Jewish State in a country in which the Jews them¬ 
selves will shape their own national, social and economic life. A 
Jewish State that will belong to the Jews without strings, entangle¬ 
ments or diplomatic hypocrisy. With this in mind, three questions 
must be raised and satisfactorily answered. The first question is: 
Where shall this state be located? The second question is: How 
shall this state be acquired ? And the third question is : What kind 
of a state shall it be ? 


WHERE? 

It is safe to predict that once an answer to this question is found 
the future of the Jews as a sovereign nation will be assured. Guided 
by this conviction, the author of this pamphlet placed before a num¬ 
ber of governments the following inquiry: “Would you look favor¬ 
ably upon a proposal to cede by sale part of your territory to the 
Jews with the understanding that this ceded territory will become 
an independent Jewish country with full sovereign rights?” Only 
those governments were approached whose territorial possessions 
exceed their present and future needs and whose vast stretches of 
land go to waste for lack of settlement. Such territories are pre¬ 
ponderant in South America and North America and in compara¬ 
tively virgin areas, such as Australia and New Zealand. 

It was realized from the outset that prospects of securing a suit¬ 
able territory for a Jewish State today are dark. The task of acquir¬ 
ing a reasonably sufficient area of land with full political rights is 
tremendously difficult. The formation of a large independent Jewish 
State would bring obvious advantages to all parties concerned. But 
the political greed now governing international intercourse blocks 
almost every attempt in this direction. Nevertheless, some of the 
governments which were approached evinced interest in the basic 
principles of the project. 

Based on these reactions and on observations conducted over a 
long period of time, the author of this pamphlet holds with unshak¬ 
able certainty that an independent Jewish State, founded and gov¬ 
erned by Jews and free from the tutelage of big powers, will become 
a reality in a surprisingly short time if well planned efforts in this 
direction are immediately and energetically set in motion. 

An area of 50,000 square miles of habitable ground will be neces¬ 
sary for a self-supporting Jewish State. Unexploited areas of this 
size are plentiful on the surface of the earth. The fertile regions 
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of the world exceed thirty million square miles and an additional 
twenty million square miles are steppes. The Jews form roughly 
0.8% (l/125th part) of mankind and theoretically their share in 
the land available on earth should be 400,000 square miles. 

As an example, let us consider Australia . The Commonwealth 
of Australia measures nearly three million square miles. This is a 
territory ten thousand times larger than the total area of the City 
of New York. And in this immense land live six million people— 
one million less than we have in New York City. Geographers have 
repeatedly established that Australia could comfortably support a 
population of sixty or even a hundred million people. Comparisons 
with nearby continents result in almost unbelievable figures. Sta¬ 
tistically, on the basis of density of population, one northern Aus¬ 
tralian inhabitant lives in the same area in which 9,000 inhabitants 
live on Java. 

In northwestern Australia, the Kimberleys, with ninety million 
acres of land sufficient to support five million people are now in¬ 
habited by approximately a thousand settlers. North Queensland, 
one of the most beautiful, most fertile lands in the world with good 
soil, ample rain and healthy climate free of tropical diseases—a 
territory that could easily and comfortably support ten million 
people—has now a population of less than one million. The Northern 
Territory, an excellent pasture land as large as the combined areas 
of Texas, California, Illinois, New York and Florida, has a popula¬ 
tion of 2,000 whites and a few thousand roaming natives. Of these 
2,000 whites, 1,000 live in the city of Port Darwin. There is no 
farm population in Australia. Half of her people live in cities; they 
don’t care much about using or developing this rich continent. 
Australia has coal, copper and iron. Her deserts and steppes could 
be made fertile, as the United States has shown in Arizona, Cali¬ 
fornia and Texas. In the western interior of Australia near Lake 
Amadeus and west of Alice Springs hundreds of thousands of square 
miles are uninhabited by whites. 

If the government of Australia could be made to see the liability 
of holding on rigidly to the possession of a comparatively negligible 
stretch of 50,000 square miles of unproductive and unexploited land 
and to compare it with the advantage of selling these 50,000 square 
miles to a productive autonomous Jewish nation on the basis of 
mutually valuable political, military and trade agreements, it is 
reasonable to assume that appropriate legislation could be intro¬ 
duced to make such a transaction possible. Australia would gain 
infinitely more from this transaction than she would lose by the 
sale of a stretch of land which she herself cannot use. The economic 
future of Australia depends upon building up agricultural produc¬ 
tivity and increasing industrial turnover. If Australia would declare 
herself willing to admit Jewish sovereignty over a neutral area of 
her present territory, she would reap enormous advantages from 
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such a step. The Jews of the new Jewish State could, after a short 
time, take upon themselves to carry part of Australia's public debts; 
they would undertake to import all their commercial and industrial 
requirements from or through Australia; Jewish capital could be 
made to flow through Australian channels; consumption and ex¬ 
change of essential goods would increase; transport communication 
and buildings would be constructed cooperatively; adjacent prov¬ 
inces would rise in value with the growth of this newly populated 
State of the Jews. 

And another vital advantage: the Jews would help defend the 
Australian mainland from an armed invasion. At present the shores 
of Australia, where most of her population, industry and wealth are 
concentrated, are undefended and defenseless and open to attack 
by any naval power seeking land for expansion. Lack of trans¬ 
portation facilities would paralyze even an attempt at mobilizing 
Australia’s manpower. Australia’s immense lands lie within reach 
of Japan. Japan’s policy is now based on military attacks upon large 
but poorly defended lands, and Australia is too tempting a morsel 
to be overlooked. Already Australian politicians begin to advance 
ideas of surrendering northern Australia to the Japanese in ex¬ 
change for a promise that they will keep out of inner and southern 
Australia. These naive plans for buying off an aggressor are too 
ridiculous to be taken seriously. Japan can and will take all Aus¬ 
tralia whenever she wants to, and the six million unprepared Aus¬ 
tralians cannot stop her. It is doubtful whether Great Britain will 
risk a naval war to defend a far-off dominion that draws much from 
England and gives little in exchange. But a defensive understanding 
with the new Jewish State, united with Australia by a common bond 
of mutual safe-guards, would lessen and in the course of time elim¬ 
inate the dangers of foreign aggression and invasion. 

Canada , a huge territory about a million square miles larger than 
the United States, is inhabited by only twelve million people, less 
than twice the population of the City of New York. Sparsely 
settled, Canada is able to cultivate only 15% of her land. Hundreds 
of millions of acres of western Canadian land stand unploughed for 
lack of hands to work it. The population of Canada has increased 
over 70% in the last twenty-five years. But even if this rate of in¬ 
crease should continue for the next hundred years, Canada will still 
have ten times as much territory as she could possibly use. What 
reasonable objection can Canada offer to the sale of 50,000 square 
miles of her unused lands when she possesses a vast area of three- 
million seven hundred thousand square miles! 

What has been said here in connection with Canada and Australia 
as examples applies equally well to a number of other countries. 
Argentina, an agricultural and cattle country with huge sections of 
fertile ground uninhabited and unexploited, offers great possibili¬ 
ties for Jewish initiative and labor if a sufficiently large section of

Argentina could be purchased for a Jewish independency. Brazil 
is another immense territory. The Brazilian people can never hope 
to fill it. The size and productivity of Brazilian soil is overwhelming. 
She could be entirely self-supporting if her natural resources were 
anywhere near adequately cultivated. Brazil could be made to real¬ 
ize that her future virtually depends on mass settlement by capable, 
self-reliant settlers. In a comparatively small area, as previously 
suggested for a Jewish State, there would be no waste land. Every 
foot of ground would be cultivated for one purpose or another. Such 
intensive, cultivation would stimulate activities and markets in 
neighboring .Brazil proper. The more feasible parts of Brazil as 
far as a Jewish State is concerned would be in the north, or in the 
west up the Parana River to the Matto Grosso, or the State of 
Amazonas, a land of primeval forest covering 440,000 square miles. 
The tropics could be developed and put to use. Food can be had 
for the growing. Brazil harvests three crops a year. The soil need 
only be scratched to produce a lavish amount of varied foods. House 
building material is present in abundance. Japanese settlers living 
in Brazil under an almost military discipline tackle virgin soil and 
make it profitable within one year. The territory of Brazil needs 
fifteen times as many people as it now has. And since Brazil alone 
cannot hope to supply this increase, the only solution is the introduc¬ 
tion of settlers on a mass scale. 

Chile with its length of 2,000 miles drags along the burden of huge 
unused lands. Like Brazil, its northern soil bears three crops a 
year. Bolivia, a potential orange, timber and cattle country, has a 
population of three million—a little more than the Borough of 
Brooklyn—living in an area almost the size of the whole of Europe! 


HOW? 


We see thus that there is certainly no lack of land fitted to the 
purpose of a free Jewish State. Determined, concerted action by 
the Jews themselves is urgently necessary to overcome the monop¬ 
olistic mentality of the governments who hold on to surplus lands 
shortsightedly, against all reason and with a deliberate loss to them¬ 
selves. Once this is at least partly achieved, the foundations of the 
new, free Jewish State will be immediately rooted in the acquired 
soil. Many millions of dollars are now and have always been scat¬ 
tered unproductive^ by Jews in all directions for makeshift, tem¬ 
porary relief. Divert these sums into a fund to buy outright for 
the Jews a country of their own, and you will find a permanent 
solution to Jewish dispersion and distress. 
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The prime requirement for the new Jewish State is the acquisi¬ 
tion of the necessary territory in bulk through direct purchase. 
There are many successful precedents of such a procedure, the 
most notable perhaps being the purchase of Alaska by the United 
States from Russia in 1867 for a cash payment of $7,200,000. The 
Territory of Louisiana was purchased in 1803 from France for 
$15,000,000 and Florida from Spain in 1819 for $5,000,000. In 
the year 1853 part of what is today Arizona and New Mexico 
was ceded to the United States by Mexico for $10,000,000 in the 
Gadsen Purchase. And as late as 1917 the United States purchased 
the Virgin Islands from Denmark for $25,000,000. These few out¬ 
right territorial deals list only those consummated by the United 
States. Many similar purchases were effected by foreign countries 
whereby a territory passed into the hands of the purchasers without 
restrictions and with full sovereign rights. 

Direct purchase of land in bulk ! This was what Herzl advocated 
in his project—and not the piecemeal buying up of small parcels of 
real estate as practiced now in Palestine, Argentina and elsewhere. 
It is difficult to comprehend the criminal blindness with which the 
Jews refused to follow up leads offered them in the past for the 
establishment of their own independencies. In 1897 Great Britain 
offered the Jews a vast area of virgin land in British East Africa, 
and they turned it down. In 1907 negotiations were almost con¬ 
cluded for the purchase of Cyrenaica from the Ottoman Empire for 
the purpose of forming an independent Jewish State. This plan, 
too, went on the rocks because of Jewish indifference, although 
Cyrenaica had a rich Jewish past. The island of Cyprus was also 
offered the Jews as an independent country, with the same negative 
reaction on the part of the Jews. 

Such destruction of live opportunities for real independence was 
not shortsightedness; it was pitiful blindness; it was deliberate 
blindness. The Jewish middle class led by Jewish aristocracy, 
orthodox as well as reformed, persistently scuttled every effort to 
create an independent Jewish State. Herzl’s sound plan to buy 
land in some unoccupied territory and there start a self-governing 
Jewish State seemed to those “better class” citizens a wildcat scheme, 
impracticable and wrong. The patriarchal orthodox Jews saw in 
it an uncomfortable awakening from their rabbinical indolence. The 
prominent, rich secular Jews, comfortable in their dependence, had 
no desire to move with pick and shovel into an uncultivated land. 
In his efforts to procure Cyrenaica as an autonomous land for the 
Jews, Israel Zangwill fared no better than Theodor Herzl. Cyre¬ 
naica was unpopulated and desolate. It needed labor, industry and 
money to transform it into a living part of the world. Zangwill 
found an understanding champion in Redjeb Pasha. But the in¬ 
fluential Jewish leaders, the Rothschilds, the Strauses, the Nathans 
wrecked this opportunity with their lethargy and apathy. Their 
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actions are quite easy to understand. Rich and comfortably situated 
Jews are not eager to move into new lands; they are afraid of dis¬ 
comforts and are reluctant to leave their pseudo-security. Zang- 
will's prospective settlers consisted almost entirely of Russo-Japan¬ 
ese war veterans just then returned from the terrific rigors of the 
Siberian campaign. But the urbanized Jewish aristocracy and 
bourgeoisie maintained that these hardened Jewish veterans would 
shrink from the hardships that accompany migration into an un¬ 
developed tropical country. And so the project of a Jewish State in 
Cyrenaica was shrugged out of existence by the smugness of the 
Jewish middle and upper classes. 

It was never intended then nor is it intended now that pioneers 
and settlers in an independent Jewish State shall move into an 
environment of civilized comfort and labor-saving gadgets. If the 
Jew wants an independent country of his own, he must at least 
shoulder the same risks and hardships which he often faces in his 
present dependence. Moses, too, had to struggle against the fleshpot 
indolence of his Israelite ex-slaves, and the intervening centuries 
have not changed this streak of shortsighted opportunism in the 
majority of Jews. 

Once the territory is bought, the advance guard of settlers num¬ 
bering a thousand young American men and women, organized on 
a military basis, trained in agriculture and properly equipped will 
move in to begin building up the land. 

We deliberately say “young American men and women” because 
we cannot possibly expect German, Austrian, Polish or Roumanian 
Jews to start this movement. It is here in the United States that the 
Jezvs can and must make the first move and blaze the way for their 
fellow Jews the world over . The Jews of Europe are beaten. They 
cannot lead; they cannot even follow. They have resigned them¬ 
selves to hoping and praying for miracles. Only a forceful movement 
of American Jews will tear them away from their contagious 
paralysis. This movement must start now because a few years hence 
the Jews of America will sink into the same morass of deterioration 
in which the Jews of Europe are already submerged. 

The young American Jews in this advance guard will support 
themselves by cultivating the soil. Other contingents will join them 
at regular intervals. Together they will break the ground for towns 
and roads. They will require, at this stage, not more than the bare 
necessities of existence, such as, portable shelter, drinking water 
and arable soil. They will work under an autonomous administration 
that will be responsible for their welfare. These advance pioneer 
groups will be augmented gradually by planned mass immigration 
and by biological increase until ten million Jews will inhabit the 
State within the first hundred years of its existence. 
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WHAT KIND OF STATE SHALL IT BE? 

The Jewish State shall be a democratic land of such liberal and 
progressive tendencies that it will stand as a model for all liberty- 
loving peoples of the earth. Its economy shall be cooperative. The 
Jew's past and his experiences in dispersion have already formulated 
the main tenets of the program for the new Jewish State. 

The persecution that was and is the Jew's lot shall stand as an 
eternal warning to him that he respect the rights and dignity of all 
citizens and resident strangers within his new borders. The ostra¬ 
cism and contempt that follow him in his present dependency shall 
find a counterpart in the tolerance and esteem he will extend to all 
other free men inside and outside his State. His long experience 
as an alien shall teach him to offer the hand of human comradeship 
to his co-citizens and his territorial neighbors. 

The name of the new Jewish State shall be NAI JUDA. The 
State flag of NAI JUDA shall be a bright red field with a three¬ 
armed white torch in the center symbolizing the three eternal 
principles of enlightened humanity: Liberty, Happiness, Progress. 

In contrast with the myriads of universal paper laws and their 
labyrinths of subterfuges and loopholes, the political and social law 
of the new independent Jewish State will be the essence of simplicity # 

There will be only one basic law: Fullest personal freedom 

for every citizen and resident. 

There will be only one basic crime: The attempt to curtail or 

to destroy this freedom. 

There will be only one basic penalty for committing this crime: 

Banishment from the territory 
of the Jewish State. 

The State of NAI JUDA will have three supreme duties toward 
its Citizens: 

1 To guard and maintain their full personal freedom. 

2 To provide them with a minimum of food and shelter. 

3 To provide them with work. 

The Citizens of NAI JUDA will reciprocate these three State 
duties by three duties on their part toward the State: 

1 To share in the work of building and maintaining the 
sovereign Jewish State. 

2 To defend the freedom of the State and of each of its 
citizens against assault in any form. 

3 To develop the Jews of NAI JUDA ethically, culturally 
and physically to the highest level attainable by man. 
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Citizenship will be the right of all original settlers and their direct 
descendants of both sexes, and of all later immigrants who prove 
by two years’ continuous residence in NAI JUDA that they comply 
with the laws and the aims of the sovereign Jewish State. 

Every ablebodied settler and citizen will be allotted a dwelling 
and a parcel of land to cultivate for his own use. Every ablebodied 
settler and citizen of NAI JUDA regardless of sex or occupation 
will be required to till the soil to the extent of his or her food needs 
and to give one day a week to cooperative farming or building. The 
scientist and the artist, the government official and the mechanic 
alike will set aside a definite part of his working hours to take his 
turn at the plow or the shovel. This field work will create a basis 
of self-sufficiency and security. It will aid in obliterating the un¬ 
democratic distinction between manual and white-collar work and 
will eliminate the evils of unskilled labor. It will encourage versa¬ 
tility through a rotating system of occupations. It will initiate a 
balanced urban-rural civilization without centralizing around the 
one or the other. In addition to individual subsistence farms. State 
land will be cultivated collectively to secure a food reserve for home 
consumption or to raise produce for barter and export. 

Police a,nd defense service will be universal. The certainty of 
hostile attitudes or direct attacks by rapacious militarist dictator¬ 
ships will make it imperative that every citizen of NAI JUDA 
regardless of age, sex or occupation be ready to take his place as a 
soldier in the field when emergency arises. Possession and carrying 
of a prescribed amount of arms will be the privilege of every citizen. 
Interior policing, border patroling and similar service under arms 
will be the duty of all citizens. Education in modern warfare will be 
required and will be carried to the point where every citizen of 
NAI JUDA will be a self-reliant leader, expert guerilla warrior 
and collective skirmisher. Strategy, tactics, physical culture, avia¬ 
tion, practice with small and heavy arms, etc., will have to become 
part of the life of every citizen until international conditions permit 
relaxed vigilance. 

Physical and mental health of the people of NAI JUDA will be 
one of the foremost concerns of the State. Medical and hygienic 
care will be free and basic medical supplies will be furnished by 
State dispensaries. 

Choice of the form of marital relationship — religious, civil, or 
free union will be the private affair of the man and woman con¬ 
cerned and shall be subject to their own choice within the framework 
of the basic law of NAI JUDA. The State, if called upon, will help 
to regulate such problems as may arise from differences in mutual 
relationship or from a desire to end this relationship. Children born 
in or brought to NAI JUDA whose parents fail to provide for them 
properly will be raised and cared for by the State. 
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The Ten Commandments that guided and inspired the Jews and 
the Christians throughout the centuries, rewritten here in the light 
of the philosophy of liberty, will form the basis of human conduct in 
NAI JUDA: 

I You are a free Jew and ari ally of all free men. 

II You shall not surrender your freedom to any man 
nor bow yourself down to any master; you shall 
have no servants under you and no overlords above 
you. 

III You shall live by open truth, and reject falsehood, 
malice and hate. 

IV You shall rest amply from heavy toil, that your mind 
be fresh and alert to the tasks of life. 

V You shall respect the fruitful achievements of past 
generations, assist the advance of the living genera¬ 
tion, and plan for the progress of the oncoming 
generations of mankind. 

VI You shall not kill life or destroy values wantonly; 
you shall eliminate killers and destroyers from 
among your midst and from the midst of your fellow 
humans. 

VII You shall provide a man for every woman and a 
woman for every man, that you may shield the 
vitality of your people. 

VIII You shall heed the right of people to personal 
privacy, and uphold their human dignity. 

IX You shall forever strive hand in hand with free 
humanity to attain a sublime state of culture, and 
to defend reason and justice in human relationship. 

X You shall uproot greed, selfishness and oppression 
from your minds and your deeds, and banish priv¬ 
ilege and idleness from among your people. 


The language of NAI JUDA will be Yiddish in a modernized, 
purified and simplified form written in Latin characters. In addition 
to Yiddish, the mastery of two principal foreign languages will be 
required of all citizens. The study of ancient Hebrew literature, 
Hebrew folk lore, Hebrew teachings and laws will be encouraged. 
It must be remembered that it was this ancient Hebrew background 
that has for centuries provided a common bond for the dispersed 
Jews and has steeled them in their long fight for survival. 
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Elementary education and a condensed system of general work 
schooling will be compulsory and will be provided free by the State. 
The State will also foster and support higher education and research 
in the sciences and in the arts. 

Religious convictions and religious forms of worship will remain 
the private affair of citizens and residents of NAI JUDA. The 
State will neither interfere with nor support religion. 

The monetary and fiscal system will be based on a State currency 
unit. One Juda, which will serve as a measure of comparison with 
foreign money markets and as a foreign exchange for commercial 
relations with the outside world. A short-term system of quarterly 
vouchers will be established as domestic currency. The citizen or 
resident will receive for the products of his labor or for his produce 
a specified number of vouchers in proportion to the current market 
value of the Juda. He will spend as much of it as he needs or w r ants 
during the three months of the vouchers' validity. Vouchers held 
beyond this three-month period will lose their validity as currency, 
but will not lose their value if returned to the State Treasury where 
they will be deposited in the name of their holder to form his 
monetary reserve. This reserve will be accessible to the depositor 
during his lifetime in emergencies or for any reasonable purpose of 
value to the depositor himself or to the State, and will be transmit- 
table to heirs under the same conditions. 

. Old age security, comprising also security for the infirm and 
incapacitated, will be a prime feature of the social system in NAI 
JUDA. At the age of 55 every citizen of NAI JUDA will have the 
right to retire to a State-owned community where he will be pro¬ 
vided with the necessities of life without being required to perform 
any strenuous labor or service in exchange. 

Settlements will be built circular in shape with wide roads and 
uncongested areas accessible to air and sunshine. Residences will 
be of light and portable construction, simple and practical in 
equipment. 

The political head of NAI JUDA will be a chief administrator 
elected for four years by a two-thirds majority of all votes cast in 
open ballot by the voting population of NAI JUDA. The voting 
population will consist of all citizens beginning with the age of 
sixteen years, at which age they will attain their majority. The 
chief administrator will be assisted by a similarly elected admin¬ 
istrative council of ten, charged with domestic and foreign affairs 
and responsible to a State assembly elected in the same manner 
with which will rest limited legislative powers. The actual legislative 
power will be in the hands of the people and all undertakings or 
changes of major importance will be decided by state-wide ballot, 
rrofessional politicians and professional diplomats will not be 
permitted to develop.

_THE ADVANCE GUARD 

The advance guard of the first Jewish pioneer settlers, five hun¬ 
dred young American men and an equal number of young American 
women, will be chosen for their physical perfection and high mental 
level. A training camp will be established for them in this country 
where they will undergo preparatory training in agriculture, for¬ 
est ry, construction, mechanics, hygiene and military drill. They 
will be suitably uniformed and equipped for field service and will be 
divided into equivalents of army units with miniature divisions 
specializing in signal and communication service, aviation, seaman¬ 
ship, mapping and survey, medical service, policing and fire fighting, 
musical band, etc. After one group has left for the acquired territory 
of NAI JUDA, a similar contingent will move into camp and begin 
its training routine. In this manner a continuous reserve of well 
trained settlers will be available for the new State during its first 
few years of existence. After these advance guards have broken 
the ground, the State will be ready to receive untrained settlers and 
to establish them on their plots of land. 

The money needed to purchase the territory for the State of 
NAI JUDA and to organize and equip the pioneer settler groups 
will have to come from the hearts and the hands of the masses of 
the Jewish people the world over. Cooperation will take the place 
of donations and of charity drives. The NAI JUDA movement 
needs the brains, the strength and the time of courageous men and 
women in all occupations and professions and in all walks of life 
who are capable of productive work. 

The vast multitude of American and European Jewish men and 
women which has poured out staggering millions for relief and 
half-baked colonization schemes will have to make a last and final 
move to buy a tangible, concrete Jewish independent country. If 
in the last two years alone Jews of America and England could 
afford to support drives for over one hundred million dollars con¬ 
ducted by such agencies as the National Conference for Palestine, 
the United Palestine Appeal, the Joint Distribution Committee, the 
American National Labor Committee, the Jewish National Fund, 
the Foundation Fund and many others with no end of Jewish 
distress in sight, then these same Jews will have to make up their 
minds to get behind a last and permanent solution to the Jewish 
problem. If every outbreak of anti-Jewish brutality anywhere in 
the world immediately sets into motion a stream of Jewish gold 
pouring into the afflicted locality, thereby directly subsidizing the 
forces responsible for Jew-persecution, then at least similar support 
can be claimed for a movement directed at ending all future possibil¬ 
ity of such brutalities from foreign fists. 
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CALL TO ACTION « 

Let there be an end to the Jewish Problem ! Let Jews at last band 
together and stand up to the world and demand a stretch of free 
ground on the surface of the earth, ground that shall belong to 
them as rightfully as other lands belong to a hundred other nations 
and races. The Jew needs little. And for this little he has made 
a five thousand year down-payment and is willing and capable of 
paying the balance. The demand of the Jews is modest enough: 
A continuous, uncultivated stretch of territory, either uninhabited 
or sparsely settled by native population, sufficient for the settlement 
of ten million Jews in a halfway acceptable climate and on arable 
soil. Let the Jews liberate themselves from their present depend¬ 
ence, whether it is under a benevolent democratic tolerance or under 
the cowardly tyranny of streamlined 20th century pharaohs! 

If it is money that is demanded in exchange for land, then the 
Jews have proven conclusively that they will give freely to pay for 
it. If it is a guarantee of long-term adherence to agreements and 
duties, then the ages of perseverance and determination of the Jews 
in the face of indescribable obstacles offer such a guarantee. If it 
is proof of continued development of the occupied territory, then 
the unquenched spiritual and material advance of the Jews under 
all conditions furnishes such proof in ample measure. 

The NAI JUDA MOVEMENT as presented in the pages of 
this pamphlet strikes out to attain two clear and brave objectives. 
The first objective is to imbue the minds of all Jews in all comers 
of the world with the absolute conviction that they are a strong, 
solid national unit and that they rightfully belong within the boun¬ 
dary of a large, sovereign and undisputed Jewish State. The second 
objective is to advance with all power toward securing for the 
Jewish nation a just and reasonable share in the land and water 
surface of the earth and there to establish this Jewish State. The 
NAI JUDA movement takes the staff of the eternal wanderer out 
of the hands of the Jew and replaces it with a spade with which to 
dig a permanent foundation for his independent national destiny. 

All, then, that is needed is one bold step in the right direction, 
one manifestation of willpower on the part of the Jewish masses, 
one determined move behind the unified demand ROOM FOR THE 
JEW — and an independent, free and sovereign Jewish State will 
emerge as a clear image. The hope of centuries will come true. The 
Jews shall work at last, free and proud men on their own soil and 
live peacefully in their own homes!
